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THE NEW JERSEY STATE LIBRARY, 


_ The New Jersey State Library maintains an extensive collection of 1500 
family histories, mainly New Jersey families and families associated with other 
Northeastern states. It includes unpublished manuscript histories, family 
trees, bible records, etc., as well as printed books and pamphlets. Important 
sets of lineage books such as those of the Daughters of the American Revolution, 
the Daughters of Founders and Patriots of America, the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Colonists, and the Sons and Daughters of the Pilgrims are also on file. 


The Library maintains an extensive collecticn of materials on New Jersey 
history, including periodicals, county histories, and municipal histories, 
as well as state-wide histories and biographies. 


Of particular importance is the Family Name Index, an analytical card 
index to significant material on a family in the genealogical and historical 
books in the State Library. This is an index to parts. of books and individual 
chapters in books, but not of every name mentioned in the books. It does not 
include periodicals or large sets of books which have their own irdexes. 


For those interested in heraldry, the State Library maintains a family- 
name card index to reproductions of coats-of-arms found in books in the Library's 
collection. 


Both of these indexes are kept up-to-date as new books are added tc the 
Library. 


Other aids to renealogical research in the State Library, besides the 
Source material mentioned on the following wages, are published archives of 
other states, meps and atlases concerning New Jersey and its various sub- 
divisions, important historical and genealogical periodicals, and genealogical 
and historical encyctopedias. ; 


The New Jersey State Library, because of its limited staff, cannot comply 
with requests for information that involve extensive genealogical research, 
For this reason we must ask individuals desiring this kind of information 
to make the research themselves or employ somcone for the purpose. The staff 
Will place the necessary books and records at the disposal of those seeking 
information and every courtesy will be shown. No books or records, however, will 
be loanéd to go outside the Library. 


For the benefit of those who may wish to employ someone for the purpose of 
making genealogical searches, the Library will be glad to furnish the names of 
Competent persons who may be engaged for this type of work. 


_ The New Jersey State Library is located on the ground floor of the east 
Wing of the State House Annex, West State Street, Trenton 25, New Jersey. The 
Library is open 9:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. Monday — Friday except Holidays. 
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GENEALOGICAL RESEARCH -- GENERAL PRINCIPLES 


Gather information already in your family. Family bibles, family record. 
books, diaries, conversations with clder members, and correspondence with 
relatives, especially any who have done reseerch, will provide a good 
start. 


Organize your material into family groups and pedigrees. Printed blank 
forms can be purchased at book or stationery stores for this purpose. 


Obtain a working knowledge of libraries, their collections and their use, 


Learn to use the various aids found in libraries and books, such as in- 


dexes, tables of contents, appendixes, bibliographies, and code number- 
ing of individuals and generations. 


Learn to use published material on ancestral lines. Perhaps the research 
has already been done for you. 


Learn something of the history, reography and social customs of the lands 
occupied by the people on your pedigree charts. The terms used to desig- 
nate relationships in ancient wilis, deeds, diaries and letters (cousin, 
Son-in-law, son, daughter, brother, etc.) have variant meanings which are 
quite different from their use in the modern sense. 


Make proper citations for all information as it is gathered. 
Take orderly notes on cards or in a notebock. 


Learn which libraries have genealogical coliections end the Scope of their 
collection. The necessary-sources for your research may be in a library 
near_your-home. 


Most researchers find a knotty problem eccasionally which requires the 
Services of an expert. A professional genealogist can often solve a hard 
problem quickly because he Imows just where to look and also how to look. 
Home tovn genealorists and family cenealogists (those compiling informa- 
tion on a special family) may also be of heln.

This is a set of record-books for towns and townships on microfilm 
in the New Jersey State Library, State House fjnnex, Trenton 25, New Jersey, 
listing the landowners for purposes of taxation. Some information on: hold- 
ings of livestock, etc. is given. 


Coverage of the state is incomplete. The period covered is roughly 
1773 to 1822, If there is a tax ratable book for a town covering this early 
period, it somewhat replaces the 1790 Federal Census "Heads of Families" of 
which the N. J. book was destroyed. 


There is no name index. Therefore searches must be made in each tom
